Beſides,this is but the Crime of his Preface and Poſt-ſcript ; but oh for his Narrative! 
his lewd,his filthy,his abominable Narrative. Reprobate of Reprobates,and Monſter 
of Monſters, having no fear of God before his Eyes, but led by che Inſtigation of the 
Devil, he hasdafht their dear, their darling, their adored Dagos to pieces ; and the 
diſconſolate Saints want Power to joyn the poor ſtumps of it together again. 

Bur alas! where Reaſon cannot help them, Razling and Lying ſhall. And for 
an Eſſay of thar Nature, we meet a harmleſs ſucking Devil of theirs coming a- 
broad, calld REMARKS UPON E. SETTLES NARRATIVE, an Extraordinary 
piece for their Dagons Jultiticarion, being all Billinzs-gate and no Argument from 
the beginning to the end. Thar ſcurrilous ſenſleſs ſcribble that 1 ſhould have an- 
fwer'd with Silence and Diſttain, had not the Barharous Impudence of ſome in- 
rended perſonal Reflections in it, a Maſs of as Brazen-faced Romance and For- 

ry, as ever Ink and Lerrers brought forth, extorted this Vindication from the 
Rancour of ' Abuſe and Yillany, Bur truly there's a great deal of Caute for it. 
For where any thing comes in Print a little roo wnanſwerable for them, and they 
cannot make their Attempr that way, the Authors Perſoz muſt be atracqued, and 
an Aſſault made upon nis Repatarion 1s their old practiſed way, to baffle that Reaſon 
they cannot otherwiſe overthrow ; whilſt they Write as they Preach only to [gnorance 
and Fools, ſuch as can be caught by Empry Nojſe, and Charm'd by Sounds. 

Bur beforeI convince the World, how Notorious a Lyer the Remarker is in thoſe 
Raſcally ſtories laid at poor Elkanahs Door, I ſhall endeavor to anſwer tome few 
paſſages in his Book, which to the unwary at firſt ſight may look a little like ſenſe, 
tho God wor, but a little indeed: He puts&he Narrative writer this Queſtion. p. 1x 

Whether it were not more probable that the Papiſts a Pteple of debaucht and 1 urde-

Was it no Encouragement for ſuch a poor Marſhal/:a Bird as Bedlry, newly 
releaſt from feeding on the Basker, to Jeapat the Rings Proclamation of Fool for 
the Diſcovery of Sir Edmond-bary Godfrey; Murder ? And tho ſeveral uahappy un- 
forſeen diſcouragements have befain tnem ſince ; Yet_ they are not ſo deſje- 
rately unf.rtunate yer, but they have ſome Priends lefr, The Reverend Dr. the 
deſpi'ed at the Frofaner Whit: al, is ſtill honored by the ſantlifyed Citty Brotherhood, 
A large Houte wel! furniſhr, with Servants, Attendants, and all good things at Com- 
mane, endall to the Son of a Weavzy with nor one farthing worth of Parrimony or 
Freferia:m is a fign that Providence has not gwire forſaken him? *Fis true his dif- 
b:artencd Plt has left him in a little Wild:rneſs at preſent. Yet let me tell you ther's 
a fort of birds of Prey, your kind fat Amſterdam Buntings, that'like Elſba's Ra- 
vens, take care to keep him well fed ſtill. And the true blew Proteſiant Guinneys 
collected and raiſed fr the late defeated City Feaſt, were yet very honerably diſpo- 
ſed of, and the rewarded Dr. had a round Lump of that corrobor.iting Gold to en- 
liven his fainting Spirits, and ſtrengthen his rrze Proteſtant Zeal. For I aſſure you 
'tis but nec:;ſury ; for great and Jong Cauſes require often Feeing z the Clients muſt 
be Boxntifnl to keep the Advocates ſafely reraind. And tho ſome People may lay 
Poverty to his charge : to confute that error, the Dr. 1 affure them, does nor pinch 
himſelf into a Z#mp for want of Cloth enough to make it up intoa Gown. 

Beſides why muſt it follow (ſuppoſe the Plora pIcCC ot Snbornation ) that thoſe 
inconſiderable Perſons ſhould create it of their O-yu heads. What if the Heads of 
ſme conſiderable TOWER Jail Birds ſhould joyn with the Inconſiderable Mar- 
ſoalſea Jail-Birds for the produCtion of it. Tis not the firſt time chat Quality and 
Raſcality have club'd rogether, and like the ſpurious Off-ſpring of Ns, there 

oes ſome Sun-beam not all mxd to make up the Monſter, 

Oh but the greatelt and moſt damnable Crime in the Narrative is, it has ridicy- 
led the whole Pop ſh Plot, and conſequently affronted the King Lords and Commons,that 
have (o unanimouſly and ſo frequently aſterted their Belief of the Popiſh Plat, 

Now to clcar this Imputation from the Vrrative aud the Author, he hereby de- 
clares, that no man in the World can pay a greater Reverence to the King, or his 
Parliaments then himſelf: Bur in the height of all that Veneration due to Heavns 
Vicegerent, both from a Subject anda GQhriſtian, I muſt fay that the King Lords 
and Commons together are but Men, and as ſuch not Infallible, And Inadverten- 
cy and Swrprize may ſometimes deceive both Kings an3 Potentates. The King and 
his Parliament have declared there was a Plot againſt the Kings Life ; and yct they 
have decreed no penalty or puniſhment to him that ſays, that P:ckering was one of 
the worſt Gunners in Chriſtendom, and St. Fames's Park the worſt {pot of Ground for 
ſuch an Afaſſination. The Plot Diſcoverers have been credited by the King and 
Parliament; and yet if any Man ſhall but 4SSERT what the Diſcoverers SWEAR, 
as ſqcred as their Teſtimony has been, the Law will lay him by the heels for it, For 
he that ſhall aver that Wakeman was engaged to Poyſon the King, or Kerney one 
of the four Ruſſians was hired to ſtab him, is lyable to be paniſht for it ; for they 
have ſtood Tryal, and been acquitted by LAW, and as ſuch they have their Attion 
againſt him that aſperſes, and rraduces the nuocent. 

Tis true, Ineither do, nor dare ſay that poor Pickering and Groves were Innocent: 
and why becauſe the Law has pronounced them Gailty. And yet I may ſafely ſay 
that had tney had the good Fortune to have lived a Year and a half longer than 
they did, 'rwas not poſſible nor wnlikely they might have dyed in rheir Beds, for 
211 their Screw:d Guns or Silver Bullets. Belides without Derogation to Kings or 
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their great Councels, not only their Votes have been ſeyeral times Humane ahd 
Fraile; but even their Deliberate As amd Statutes are not always Goſpel? For In- 
ſtance King Henry the 8h. and one of his Parliaments made an Att that iUlegitima- 
ted both Marg and Elizabeth his Daughters; and decreed a puniſhment for any 
Man that ſho but affert their Right ro the Crown, or ſo much as call them Legi- 
timate [28h of Hen. 8th. ] 

And the fame Henry and another of his Parliaments [35thof Hen. 8tþ.] Legiti- 
mated them Both again, by Virtue of which Legitimation they both ſuccefſively 
wore the Crown of Enzlind. And all this Le; ally done by the King and rhe great 
Councel of the Nation. - And yetin rhe Cale of Legitimacy which relates to their 
Birth and Blood, which is anchangeable, cither the pro or the coz mult be Erroneous. 
And what if in our cafe, in the'fame Nature, only v:ce v:rsa, the King Lords and 
Commons Allem|>led in Parliament anno 78 and 79, ſhould have declared the Popiſh 
Plot ſworn by Titus, Bedlows, Duzdale, Prance, Danrerficld, Duffy, Marfey, Macna- 
mar, Zeale, Lews &c. was LEGITIMATE, and the King Lords and Commons in 
another Parhament in 83, (or when His Majeſty pleaſes ) ſhould declare the afore- 
faid Plot to be ILLEGITIMATE, I know nothing to the contrary bur it lyes in their 
Breaſts and pleaſures to do it. 

But however Elkanabs Narrative has ſcurrilouſly and baſely arraigned the 7«- 
ſtice, and Fudres of the Nation : ----And why fo! Is there one paſſage through the 
whole Book that ſays or Hints that the Popiſh Confpirators had not their Legal Try- 
als; ..and tho among ſo many Hundred Treaſonable Letters, Commiſſions and what 
not, againit them, rheir Accuſers produced nothing but HEARTY SWEARING 
for their Conviction, yet do- not the Lord Chief f. at Whitebreads Tryal ſay that 
"tis by the Oaths of two Witneſſes that our Lives and Fortunes ſtand or fall. And does 
the Narrative ſay or infinuate that they had not two or more Witnetſes whoſe Oaths 
condemn'd them; for which the Jury brought them in G:lry, and the Judges ac- 
cording to their Duties condemn'd them as ſuch; and how then is the Juſtice or 
Judges of the Nation Impeached, when on the contrary they were ſo far from dying 
wnjuſtly, that they dyed even ſammo jure, by the highelt Julitice in the Kingdom. 
Beſides, ſuppoſe Pickering was never engaged to Piſtol the King, and has yer dyed 
for it : So I have heard of ſome People that have been hang'd in Chains for a Mur- 
der, when the ſuppoſed Murdered Perſon has fome Years after been found alive, and 
all this while the /#dge and the wnfortunate fury neither arraigned nor arraignable for 
their Sentence or Execution, | 

Who then has the Narrative wronged, the Kings Evidezce ? No. That's Impoſſi- 
ble ;- for to tell rrath can wrong no body : and the Nrrative is fo far from belying 
them, that itrecites not one paſſage but is recorded from their own Oaths. And 
why a Recital of what is ſworn in the Plotſhould be a Burleſquing of the Plot I can- 
not underſtand. 

Oh bur relling Truth, ſays the Proverb, may ſometirhes do harm; and in this 
caſe the whole Book tho with never ſo much truth in ir, tends to the l:ſſening the 
Diſcoverers Teſtimony and a Srifling the whole Popiſh Plor. 

Now 'tis true indeed, why ſhould Elkanah be ſuch a Cedden as to endeavor the 
Stifling of the Popiſh Plot, when it ſaves him the labor, and Seifles it ſelf, The Me- 
teor wanted a Body tolaſt, and fo theſhort liv'd Exhalation has ſpent it ſelf, and is 
expired. Bur for my part pay ſuch a profound reſpect to the Plor, thatT hearti- 
ly wiſhthat itmay have that preheminence above all Plots whatſoever, as to be 
the ONLY more than Phenix of the Kind, and be never equalled from the begin- 
ning toghe end of the World; and that it may find its juſt Meric in deathleſs Re- 
cords, Ide have it annexed to the Hiſtory of AMBOTNA, and when the Twrk comes 
farther into Chriſtendom, have it preſented him to bind up with the Alcoran. Be- 
ſides, I folemnly avow the Plot was a good Plot, eſpecially whilſt 'twas hot and 
freſh; and if it has been ſet by till *tis co/d and ſtinks, "tis no fault of mine. I ac- 
knowledge the Ingredients of the Plot are Rarities in their kind; but if the Plotters 
and Diſcoverers between them, have unfortunately made a Hotch Porch inſtead of 
an Cleo, and put them ſo fulſomly together till they nayſeate, can I help it. If the 
Swearers have contradifted each others Teſtimony , and ſometimes their own, is 
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Elkanab to anſwer for it. Beſides as the Diſcoverers have ſworn the Teſuits to be 
the greateſt ROGUES in the World through the whole Popiſh Plot, ſo Elkanchs 
Narrative has proved them through the whoie Plot to be the greateſt IDEOTS in 
the World. And pray what Indignity isit to the Hunor of King hords and Com- 
mons, or ſcandal to the Juſtice of the Nationto add exe blot more © the Scutcheon 
of a Jcſuir, and from a pack of Xnaves to make them a pack of Fools too. 1f this 
be a Crime, Heaven mend all, 

I but Elkanah 1s criticiſing pon Dr, Oats his Commiſſions, and the Innumerable in- 
viſible Forreign Thouſands all ready for Landing, upon the Kings IMnrder. 

However as Chimerical as Arzayes of Pilgrims may appear, ard the reſt of the 
P:p;ſh Battalias d:fignd for the Proteſtant Deſtrution, the Remarker gives you an 
aſſurance, that all thoſe Forreign Forces are plainly demonſtrated ſrom Colemans Letters. 
What clſe m:ans this ſignal paſſaze, © we have a mighty work upon our hands, the 
« ſubcuing of a peſtilent Hereſy which has domineerd over great part of the Nor- 
« thern world, a great while. There never was greater hopes of ſucceſs, ſince

and Aifiſtance we can. Now canl find nothing fo ſignal in this paſſage as ſo plain- 
ly to demonſtrate the Popiſh forces, ſworn into the Plor. I declare I have read 
over Colemans papers, attentively, and Time was if-I could have found bur the 
leaſt hint of Popiſh RuTars, Popiſh Poyſons, Popiſh Screwd Gens, or Popjlh Armies, 
either from Spa.n, France, Fagzo, Meſſina, or any other Popiſh Country, in ll his 
papers, the Worid ſhould have had it through both Ears. Burt fince no ſuch thing

and F:alowſy make men. Becaule rhe Papers found in Colemans Cloſer were not 
evidential enough to prove the Kings Mnraer and the Proteſtants Maſſacre, we muſt 
charge him with Crimes of which there is not the leaſt ſhadow to convitt him of.
